London, Jan. I.—The last day of a 
disagreeable aud disappointing year wa* 
most depressing. 
Floods wore clapping 
their hand* north, south and west from 
unceasing rain*, and the Birm ingham 
canal wa* breaking loose in Stafford­ 
shire and causing great hrvoc. 
The 
w ar new* wa* bad and the war office 
m anagem ent wa* worse. 
Additional details of tho British re- 
s t H elvetia showed that a famous 
fighting regim ent, bearing the name* 
of glorious battlefields on its colors, had 
bef*n surprised at night when strongly 
entrenched, and had lost one of its best 
guns iu surrendering it to the Boers. 
The fact that th * Boers invariably re­ 
lease their prisoners doe* not render 
such incidents less hum iliating to B rit­ 
ish pride. 
The bitterest dregs in the 
cup for English lip* throughout the 
campaign have been the evil tidings 
that their best battalions have been en­ 
trapped, taken off their guard and cap­ 
tured w ith their guns, and there was a 
draught of this kind to leave a bad 
taste in the m outh at the end of the 
year. 
There was also a general feeling of 
exaspeiatlon over afresh scandal, al­ 
most a* bail as the publication of the 
Spionkop dispatches, which would in ­ 
evitably involve the laundrying of m ili­ 
tary reputations under the public pump. 
General Colville confirmed the gen­ 
eral impression that he was seeking a 
trial by newspapers, by issuing a state­ 
m ent and then reserving his case until 
Lord Roberts’ return. 
Many men shrug 
th«*ir shoulder* over his unprofessional 
conduct in getting the public ear for 
himself aud scattering broadcast insin­ 
uations against the general staff when 
Lord Roberts is nearing the coast of 
England.

T he opinion wa* based upon an action 
brought in the supreme court by Ralph 
J. Treat, a contractor, to obtain $328i as 
an installm ent on sewer work. 
Comp­ 
troller O iler declined to pay on the 
ground that Treat is as not using stone 
cut in this state, aud he was sustained 
by the lower court. 
The relator contended th at "th e atone 
law ” was in contravention of the com­ 
merce law* of the constitution of the 
U nited States, and void. 
He also alleg­ 
ed the clause in the contract inserted in 
p a rla n c e of statute to carry out the 
provision was in conflict w ith the act of 
congress of July 2. 1900. declaring ille­ 
gal various contracts, combinations or 
conspiracies in restraint of trade or com­ 
merce among 
the several states.

made the further claim that the statute 
is in conflict w ith the state constitution 
and the fourteenth am endm ent of the 
United States constitution.
